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While tlierc are many issues before the 
people at this eleetioii, the one n-reat ques- 
tion with wliich the A^otevs of Vietoria 
shoiild . concern themselves today is that 
bf Japanese 'immigration. 

Ifc is idle to talk of s])cndinn; the money 
of the ])eople of Canada for the develop- 
ment of the Dominion, if tlie doors are 
to be thrown open for the adjiiission of 
■Japanese. Why should we tax ourselves 
to open up and !m])rove our country if it 
is in danger of being handed over to the 
Yellow Races? This is no idle fear. 
Here is wliat Sir Wilfrid Laurier said 
iat the llussell Theatre last fall: 

^ Japan is an allij of ours and if 
; tliere was a war in the Pacific in 
I * toMch Great Britain might be en- 
gaged Yvc tcould have the Japanese 

fleet h]/ the side of the British fleet, 
• ; IVc tcoidd not applt/ the law of ew- 
clusion to the Japanese, hut we recog- 
nize that there is strong prejvdice in 
ify the province of Bntish Columbia 
Z^^ 'ti^tiiOrVg the white population against 
A ( all kinds of Oriental population. I 
say prejudice and t speak advisedly . 
I do not toant to speak offensively. 
I hnoto my words will he reported in 
■ British Columbia, hut 1 speak here 
the same language that I should 
speak there if it were my privilege 
to be there. Perhaps my words will " 
he niiwclconie there, hut I tell ihcm : 
"You. may have your viercs upon the_ 
question anel you are hostile to the 
immigration of the Oriental races. 
I do not share your sentiments and 
\ I believe yo2i are making a mistake." 

Read tliis quotation carcfull^^ It is 
absolutely accurate. It has never been 
varied or altered by the Liberal Premier: 

V/e {the Liberal Ministry) woidd 
not apply the lato of exclusion to the 
Japanese. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier spoke for his 

"Ministry, and Islw Templcman is a mem- 
ber of that iMinistry. ]Mr. Templeman 
has never repudiated this utterance of his 
leader. He is bomid by it. He cannot 
take the position that he would applj^ 
the hnc of ed'clnsion to the Japanese. 
, Therefore, if the question is asked: Why 
did not Mr. Templeman in his last letter 
to the electors declare* for Ja])anese ex- 
clusion :' Ihc ii'rel'utable answer is that he 
dared not do so. His position in the 
Cabinet would not be worth an hour's 
purchase if he should venture to repudi- 
ate the sentiments of his leader and |)oli- 
tical master and declare for Japanese ex- 
clusion. 

There is a strong prejudice in the 
province of British Columbia among 
the tvhite population against all kinds 
of Oriental population. I say pre- 
judice and I speaJc advisedly. 

Note the sweeping character of this 
statement. The feeling of the peoi)le of 
British Columbia is only a prej\idice 
against Oriental population. Years of 
experience have taught the people of 
British Columbia that an Oriental po]:)u- 
lation and a wliitc poj)uhiti()n \viil not 
live side by side if the influx of the 
former is permitted. Sir Wilfrid is in 
the quotation above given speaking of all 
Orientals — .Taiwanese, Cluuesc, Hindus, 
Malays, anybody with a yellow skin. We 
in British Columbia want this ti^ he a 
white man's country. ^Ve want to have 
it a white man's cnimtry while we live. 
\Vc ^^:u\t to leave it a -white man's coun- 
try to our children when we die. ^Vc 
want no Asiatics with their- alien ideas, 
tlieir alien habits, tlieir competition 
with our eliildren. We do not want 
to see them_ monopolizing our fruit 
lands, our garden lands, our poultry 



farms. We want; to see these assets of 
our future prosperity in the hands of 
white people, not in those of Asiatics, 
who will send abroad to Asia for every- 
thing they want, until the)' become 
mimci-ically strong enough to manufac- 
ture Asiatic articles here. We believe 
that on this western frontier of the Empire 
we 6ught to have a white population, and 
we look to the fisheries as the nursery 
of our sailors and to the farms as the 
nurseiy of our soldiers, who will defend 
our country in time of need. As Cana- 
diaJis, as Britons, as citizens of the Em- 
])ire, \VG wish to maintain this as a Avhitc 
man's countr3\ But Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
tells us that' we are simply prejudiced: 
and Mr. Templeman hais hot yet ven- 
tured to repudiate the utterance op. his 
leader. He dare not repudiate it. 

I tell them: "You may have your 

vines upon the question and you are 
hostile to ihc immigration of the 
Oriental races. I do not share your 
sentiments, and I believe you are 

' inakina a mistake." 

A mistake to prevent the Yellow Race 



from driving out the White Race from this 
the fairest i)art of the Dominion! A mis- 
take to seek to keep this a Briti.sh land! 
A mistake to desir| to preserve W estern 
Canada for Christran civilization and to 
oppose its surrender to Orientals! 

For note that Sir AVilfrid Laurier is 
not now speaking of Ja])ancse alone. He 
had before him the insistence of this 
province for. Chinese exclusion and knew 
that the head-tax is failing to exclude 
them. He had before him the fact that 
shiploads of Hindus were reaching our 
shores. He knew tliat our i^eople were in- 
dignant because the doors had been thrown 
Avide open to the Japanese. And yet he 
told us that wc are mistaken, and said 
he woidd tell us so to oiu- faces, if he Avere 
here to speak. 

. I-jCe did not come here to itell us so; hut 
if he had is there a mairwho supposes that 

Mr. Templeman Avould have re])udiated 
his utterances? "\Ve know he would not 
have done' so. Sir Wilfrid is not lack- 
ing in courage. He sent the above mes- 
sage to tlie peoxde of this province. 



/ Z know my words will be reported 

ill British Columbia. 

He also knew that j\Ir. Templeman 
would not dare repudiate tho.se words. 
And Mr. Templeman has not repudiated 
them. Though the ^vords \vere spoken 
in the Russell Theatre In Ottawa, they 
are as nmeh a part of this campaign as 
though they liad been spoken in the Vic- 
toria Theatre at Mr. Tcmpleman's meet- 
ing on Satui'day night. 
• Let us supi>ose they had actually been 
spoken there. Let us suppose that Mr. 
Templeman had hud the courage of his 
Leader and delivered to them on Satur- 
day night the message of his Lender above 
guoted, is there a workingman iu Victoria 
— we do not now mean only those who 
work with Iheir hands for wages, lart lhf)se 
who toil either Avith brain or jnnsele for 
their daily bread, who would today vote 
for IMr.

The 01 dy union photo-engraver Avho 
ever Avorked in this office Avas Harry 
Boyd, of Seattle. He held the jqb for 
six da_ys. In order to bring Boyd's sal- 
ar}' for the six days that lie Avas Avorking 
up to the uni(jn scale, the boys in, cliarge 
contributed between them the sum of 
seven dollars. 

SiX'Aveeks ago an employee became dis- 
satisfied Avith his Aveekly Avage of six 
dollars and went on strike. He held out 
for two days and the mnnagement in- 
creased his ])a\' to eight dollars per week. 

The Aveekly union wages for the same 
class of Avork is tAventy-four dollars. 

The foreman of the B. C. Photo En- 
graving Co. draws eighteen dollars per 
week, Avhich is t^velve dollars less than 
the scale. 

Copper etchers are tiic highest paid 
workers in the profession. The union 
does not alloAv its members to do tliis 
class of Avork for less tlian twent\'-sc\ en 
dollars per Aveek; in fact, many of the 
shops pay from thirty to fortj'' dollars 
per Aveek. 

The I.P.E.U. Seattle local is i)rcpared 
to furnish from one to ten men for this 
class of Avork at a day's irotiee. In order 
that there shall be no argument regarding 
these statements, a vopy of the articles 
of agreement follows hercuiuler:

tvhlch is national and racial. Tho 
above nuotation expresses the opinion 
of the Premier oC Caniula in repard 
to Immigration from tiie Orient, 'i'lie 
views of tho people of Uriti.'ili foliini- 
l.)ia upon It have found exijresslou In 
many way.s, and they are to tlie olTect: 

1. That Oriental Immigrration shall, 
as "far as possible, be prohibited, and 

2. That the control of such Immigra- 
tion shall be vested in the Parliament 
of Canada. 

A small minority of the people of 
the province may not be in favor of 
the ab.sohite prolilbitlon of suidi ini- 
misratlnn, Init we tliinl; it can be .said 
with confidence that the opinion is 
unanimously in favor of the control 
of It by tne Canadian Parliament, 
■which can from time to time give 
effect to the wishes of the people of 
the Dominion. Theo'lfflit to* say, wiio 
fihall or shall not enter a countr\-.

Tho extraordinary riglit in tlie pre- 
inii--e.s enjoyed by Japan arl.-^es out of 
the Anglo-Japanese Commercial treaty. 
■^'^.Before.'Canada became a party to this 
i'treaty,' the Dominion Government was 
VasUed if It dCKlred to Qualify tlie tcriuH 
!hy a protocol similar to tlial eoneedcd 
to Queensland, whereby that eoiony 
retained tlie rlsin to re.striet .lapane.so 
immigration. The l^olonial oflice in

A writer In the New York 
Tribune says lluit the object "of Aus- 
tralia in establishing a nucleus navy 
is to lie prei)ared to resist an intlux 
of people from Japan. Oriental ini- 
inigrntion is indeed tho great menace to 
all whlto lands lying around the Pacific 
ocean, and that part of this irnmlgra- 
tlon most^tpvbe dreaded is from Japan. 
It Is mos|»':tof tie dreaded because tho 
Japanese-' are'. never likely to become 
anything else than . JapanesoV^-They will 
not assltii'llato with the white races', 
even If tho latter were willing to as- 
shnllatc with them. Proud of their 
newly adopted civilization, arrogant 
in their newly acquired prestige as a 
lighting nation, ambitious to an al- 
most incredibli! deKi'^'e, they are dif- 
licult to control.

Paring the yiar 4,201 ve.'^.scl.s of a I 
net ton:iagc of ll.TliS.ia-! i)as.'seil 1 
through the Suez canal, as coiniiared ' 
with 3,975 vessels of 13, 445,504 ton.s in 
I'jiJO, .sho-\ving an increase of 292 ves- 
Mi'l.s and of l,2S2,fl30 tons. Of these 
■i,L'i;7 ves.sels, 'i.'i.A were merchant vos- 
.srl.s (including 218 in ballast), 920 
wi re mall steamers, and 93 warships 
and government transports. Out of 
the total of 4,267 vessels, 2,661 were 
British, an Increase of 318 over lOOG. 
The British net tonnage was 9,495,808, 
an increase of 1,195,937 tons over 100(>.

McLean lias 
acliieved more notoriety than lie Ue- 
sires. ^Vhile lie lives lus quid iife as 
a river stcanior captain in Brltlsli Col- 
umbia waters, the readers of many 
cities still learn that hu is a modern 
pirate. Tlic last of the stories, with 
some slight smattering of trutli and 
more ot untruth, appears in .Shipping 
Illustrated uniler tlic title ".V Pirate of 
Today — Interesting career of tlie 
scliooner said to have been tho original 
of Jaclt Loiulon's cralt in "The tica 
Wolf." U rcails: "I'roiu tiic iilgii- 
liandcd career of a modern pir.atc of 
the I'acillc seas, to a humble latioror 
among tlie humdrum lumber crate of 
the coast, is a' far cry, but sucli is tlie 
little schooner "with a past' that lies 
placidly in the blue waters of its lioine. 
port, San Diego, Calitorniu, between 
uneventful trips down the coast, hohai 
with lumber and guano. -Not an inkl- 
ing ot its foriiier wickedness escapes 
the sleepy little schooner, snuggling 
lazily against the warm mossy jiUes ot 
its ancliorage, but beiieatli the Ur. 
Jekyll-Uke load of lumber, tlie .Mr. 
Hyde of a deck yet shows stains of an

Captain McLean ahd ' hls'iiotorlous old 
schooner, known at varl'bus times as 
the Curniencita and Acapulco among 
other appellations, sailing under sun- 
dry (lags and engaged in many differ- 
ent trades of shady repute, are fanioufi 
or "infamous" from Alaska to Central 
Aincrlcai and not. a port from San 
i''ranclsco, Puget Sound and the fur 
north but treasures to this day tales 
oi strange and incredible feats of dar-' 
log, cunning, deviltry and aheer im- 
i)udence, sufficient to build a dozen 
.lack London tales. Tho attempted

C'cmpjirlsoii Is not made with P.tOT, 
beraii.sc harvest was loo l;ite last year 
for anything of a rocoril to have liecii 
made at ernj) movement in Septeiiibor.
